Papers and Cards, in 1803, amounted to £19,122 2s. lOrf. ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1862 by £2,190 16s. lid. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1868 was £4,448 16s. fd-i there 
was a decrease of fines in that year, as compared with the same item m 1862, of

The Board’s Expenditure in 1SC3 exceeded the income from all sources, of that year 
by the sunt of £132 10s. 6rf.— a result to be ascribed to the decrease of sale ol Notes, and 
to the Law Costs incurred by appeal to the Privy Connell of the Managers of the New 
Ross National Loan Fund, from Board’s Order, for Gazetting that bociety. 

In nrecedimr Reports, the Board have expressed their opinion that some improvement 
in thc*^ present madiinery ot the local management of Loan Funds, and in the existing 
leuislative control over the Institution, was required, with a view to the more adequate 
protection of the savings of the industrious poor, and the promotion ot the main objects of 
the Institution, and ate still of opinion the necessity for such improvement e.xists.
